WASHINGTON - With growing concern in 
the capital about sexual misbehavior and how 
to address it, U.S. Rep. Debbie Dingell added 
her name Friday to those who have been sexu- 
ally harassed, saying a “prominent” person 
tried to put his hand up her skirt decades ago. 


Dingell, D-Dearborn, talked to the Free 
Press on Friday about that incident and others, 
including a U.S. senator who made several un- 
welcome advances to her decades ago. She first 
made the comments on CNN’s “New Day” pro- 
gram. 

“God gave me strength, he made me a tough 
person,” she said. “My point is, I want to make 
this a watershed moment for women but right 


now it’s not.” 

Dingell, who did not name the men, said she 
told her story in hopes that it will help fuel a 
movement to change a culture in which women 
are too often targeted for harassment by men 
and punished for speaking out. Even now, she 
said, she could face potential ramifications for

Michigan’s 
economy Is 
still tied to 
NAFTA fate 


University of Michigan forecasters hedged 
their bets Friday in the annual forecast of 
Michigan’s economy, saying a lot depends on 
the fate of the North American Free Trade 
Agreement. 

NAFTA negotiators are currently trying to 
reach agreement on what to do about the 
trade pact between the U.S., Canada and 
Mexico that created the seamless supply 
chain that now exists for automotive parts 
and production. 

President Donald Trump has threatened to 
pull the U.S. out of NAFTA next year if Canada 
and Mexico do not agree to more favorable 
terms for the U.S. 

In their annual forecast on the Michigan 
economy, delivered Friday morning in Ann 
Arbor, U-M economists said Michigan is well- 
positioned to ride out a NAFTA weakening or 
pullout by the U.S.
